The storm 


The storm - the odd hour or two 
of sunshine here and there was not 
really enough to allow the residents 
of Prince Edward County to make it 
plural - will be the talk of the area 
until the next one comes along, bigger 
and more real for being more recent. 

As the enforced isolation dragged 
on, people turned from their TV sets, 
that told of the snow in Niagara and 
Buffalo and gave hardly any mention 
to this area, to the telephone. Friends 
and neighbours called back and forth 
to give mutual assurance and to trade 
snow bound stories; so much so that 
at several points the local radio station 
broadcast appeals for residents to please 
clear the lines for the use of the OPP. 
This happened when police were try- 
ing to check on isolated seniors, shut 
in their homes by the snow, and at 
the time of the fire in Milford, so that 
fire fighters could be organized. 

Miraculously, the only serious 
accident reported so far was to Gavin 
Christie, 18 year old son of Jack and 
Susan Christie of Kellars Hill, RR 4, 
Picton. Around 4 p.m. on Friday 
afternoon, Gavin was trying to push 
his mother's station wagon from a large 
snow drift on the Lake-on-the-Moun- 
tain road, when another vehicle ran 
into them. He was thrown through 
the back window of the car, and his 
right leg was badly crushed in several 
places. He was taken into the home

Residents of Deseronto have been 
often reminded over the past few years 
of the great service rendered to them 
by the construction of the water treat- 


ment plant, still under construction. 
What they weren't told was that the 
water would be some of the most ex- 
pensive in the province. 

In 1974 the Ministry of the Envir- 
onment estimated construction of the 
plant and hookups would cost 1.3 mil- 
lion dollars. Deseronto passed a by- 
law establishing water rates for the 
town for when the new water treatment 
plant became operational. 

In July of 1976, the environment 
ministry informed the town the new 
estimate was $3,560,000, more than 
double the original estimate. The 
town's share in the expenditure had 
been reduced from 33% to 25%, but 
the new debt to the town has taken 
the original costs to the homeowner 
far beyond what was already a high 
rate.

Legion faces dilemma 


The future of one of Picton's 
finest old buildings is yet to be dec- 
ided. Over a century old, the 
enormous structure which is presently 
the Picton Legion Hall was originally 
a private home owned by George 
Washington McMullen. 

The construction itself was quite 
an undertaking, lasting from 1865 to 
1869. Both the exterior and interior 
walls are of solid stone 18 inches 


thick which carry through to the roof. 


It is believed that there were 14 fire- 
places in the house - ten of which 
were carved marble. 

Naomi McDonald, a Johnson 
Street resident, can recall visiting 
the McMullen home as a child and 
described it as "a remarkably beaut- 
iful house." 

George McMullen came from a 
prominent conservative family in 
Picton and his mother's relatives 
owned the local Tory newspaper. He 
lived in Chicago for a while and 
headed the dealings for the building 
of the Canadian Pacific Railway. 

He has been referred to as "a sinister 


figure in the Pacific railway scheme." 

He seemed to have the reputation 
of being a little too ambitious - he 
was involved in all kinds of money 
making endeavours.

Deseronto Police Chief, Carl 
Beattie, said yesterday "the snow 
storm caused us not problem whatso- 
ever - the only street that might have 
been closed for a while was Pearl St." 
Chief Beattie complimented the streets 
department for doing a fine job. No 
calls related to the storm were receiv- 
ed he said. 

Some area residents who work in 
Kingston were trapped in the city 
overnight Friday, and a special rec- 
eption to be held that night for George 
and Hozel Lyons was postponed to 
Sunday . 

Vehicular mishaps in the area 
were relatively few. A Voyageur 
Colonial bus en route from Kingston 
to Toronto left the 401 near the Des- 
eronto interchange Friday afternoon. 

On the Boundary Road, north of 
Deseronto, Doug Loney of 371 Thomas 
St., Deseronto received several frac- 
tures to the left side of his face when 
his snowmobile crashed into the side 
of a school bus. OPP Constable C.R. 
Fenton arrived at the scene in a snow- 
plow and Loney was taken to Napanee 
hospital . 

Now that the blizzard has sub- 
sided, the town and township councils 
are faced with the cleanup. The main 
concern is that they may have to use 
money that ordinarily would have been 
used for streets maintenance and recon- 
struction to remove the snow.

He farmed ginseng in the Beaver 
Aeadow, he tried turning hard maple 

chips into mople syrup, he experimen 
ted with sugar beets - using the waste 
in a paper making process, he backed 
o Chicago inventor in the develop- 
ment of a long range cannon and he 
even experimented in the attic of 
his home with an evaporator for dry- 
ing fruit, vegetables and eggs. 


However, it has been said that 
when McMullen died in 1915 he left 
little behind hin. other than the mem- 
ory of his role in the Pacific Scandal 

The second owner of the rambling 
Picton home was a Dr. Roblin who 
married one of George McMullen's 
daughters. 


In 1948 the house was purchased 
by the Royal Canadian Legion for 
approximately $18, 000 and since 
then has been the hall for the Picton 
Branch. 


Although the building was ad- 
equate at the time for the Legion's

Gavin underwent preliminary 
surgery in Picton on Saturday after- 
noon and was transferred to Belleville 
hospital on Sunday during one of the 
brief breaks in the weather. He 
remains in traction in Belleville, 
owsiting further surgery. 

As is usual, o baby came before 
oll were prepared for him. The third 

child of Harold ond Mary Cooper, 
leaders of the West Lake Church of 
Christ, was born in the West Lake 
Nursing Home late Saturday afternoon. 
Mary was token from the porsonage, 
near the junction of County Roads 12 
and 18, to the nursing home, approx- 
imately one mile away in a county 
snowplough. Dr. Roger Hirst came 
from Picton to the Nursing Home on 

a snowmobile. The mother ond her 
8Ib. 9oz. baby boy were transferred 
fo Picton Hospital when a snowplough 
was able to get through, leading an 
ombulonce. 

Long Point hasn't been open since 
the first onslaught last Thursday. One 
of South Marysburgh's two snowploughs 
gove up near the form of Enrico and 
Phyllis Antognini. The two mon crew 
stayed with the Antognini's for two 
days until they were taken out by 
snowmobile. At last report, the snow- 
plough was almost completely buried 
under a gigantic snow drift. On Tues- 
day Enrico skiied seven miles to get 
supplies for the household. 

Friday's blizzard trapped many 
people in Picton. Some, such as the 
workers from the cement plant, who 
hed barely made it into town in the 
first place, were not allowed to 
leave when police closed the high- 
ways. 

All the local hotels and motels 
were full ond many unplanned porties 
helped while away the hours. Cther 
people stayed with friends and ocquadin- 
tances. We heard of one lody who 
hod a particularly talkative ocqucin- 
tonce stronded at her home, who could 
only get a few quiet minutes by sitting 
in her walk-in closet under the guise 
of "having to sort some things out." 

Dairy formers were amongst the 
hardest hit, since you can't just turn 
the cows off. One couple were cought 
in Picton, leaving 70 head of cattle 
to be looked after by their teenage 
doughter. Bulk tanks filled to over- 


flowing and had to be dumped when 
tank trucks were unable to keep their 
appointed pick-up schedule. The 
drifts made the feeding of herds and 
the moving of feed a hand operation 
for beef formers, many of whom were 
feeding their stock by carrying bales 
of hay on their backs to the stranded 
animals. 

All the roads had their "bad spots’ 
The stretch of 49 Highway from the 
cement plant to Picton had at least 
a dozen cars bogged down by 6 pm 

Friday. On the curve just before the 
cement plant there was still a 10 foot 
drift reaching out like an iceberg 
half way across the pavement at 5 pm 
on Tuesday. 

On the Glenora Road, just past 
the Sportsman Motel a bad drift in- 
volved several cars in a multiple 
accident on Friday. Included in this 
accident was Vincent Gentile with 
his plough-equipped Jeep. Vince was 
very slightly injured, but his Jeep 
suffered considerable damage. At 
this point the OPP advised those in- 
volved to get the vehicles off the 
road if possible and they would get 
cround to investigating the accident 
when they could. 


Wattam's Funeral Home had to 
postpone two funerals that were sched- 
uled for the week-end. Mourners were 
forced to stay at the Funeral Home 
until late Friday night when a slack- 
ening of the storm allowed them to 
leave. This was the first time in the 
memory of any of the staff that a fun- 
eral had to be put off because of the 
weather conditions. 

The county has received a great 
deal of help from CFB Trenton. With- 
out the snowblowers from the base, 

county highways would still be closed 
- conventional snow removal equip- 
ment was unable to cope with the 
drifts. On Tuesday, a Greenbush 
man had to be airlifted by an Armed 
Forces helicopter to the Picton hos- 
pital, suggering from a suspected 
heart attack. 

Residents are holding their breaths, 
crossing their fingers and stocking up 
on groceries in anticipation of the 
weather that is forecast for the coming 
week. At least they've had some 
practice at being 'snowed in’. Many 
are vowing that they won't be caught 
short again - that next time they'II 
go into the winter well prepared!

SHANNONVILLE LEASE

of the population. The boundary line 
even splits houses and lots in two, add- 
ing to the problem which has ramifi- 
cations for the Shannonville villagers, 
the Tyendinaga Indians, Tyendinaga 
Township, and both provincial and 
federal governments. 

The lease itself was signed in the 
early 1830s -- for 999 years -- toa 
milling company, which subsequently 
sublet the property. The yearly pay- 
ment for the property was 30 barrels of 
good merchantable flour, but in 1971 
the Mohawk band council refused the 
flour, and sought a new agreement. 

"In past years," said Tyendinaga 
band administrator Elton Brant, “it has 
cost as much to distribute the flour as 
it would to purchase it." 

At one point in history, the Ty- 
endinaga Reserve was about 100,000 
acres, taking in all of Tyendinaga 
Township. Half of Deseronto was once 
Reserve property -- everything west of 
Mill Street. Today, it is only 19,000 
acres, but the 2,500 Indians on the 
Reserve hold little grudge. They do 
however look to the future, when a 
growing population may find that a 
few more acres makes living easier. 

: "Substantially, we haven't heard 
anything," said Elton Brant. "Indian 
Affairs don't seem to be moving as 
quickly as they could." Mr. Brant 
speculated that approval of funds need- 
ed for a settlement from the treasury 
board could be slowing down the de- 
partment. 

Ted Morton, who is Assistant Re- 
gional Director for Lands in Ontario, 
confirmed however that the federal 
government has bought o 200 acre 
chunk of land southwest of Marysville, 
and on the northern boundary of the 
Reserve, with intentions of trading 
for the Shannonville lease property. 
When that transaction is completed, 
said Mr. Morton, "we as a department 
would be able to approach the lesses 
with regord to their interests." 

The transaction of land first re- 
quires a vote by all of Tyendinaga's 
2,500 Indians, and there is some dis- 
agreement as to the fairness of the ex- 
change. The Shannonville property is 
over 100 acres of residential property 
-- streets, lots, houses. The property 
near Marysville is 200 acres of empty, 
non-agricultural land. 

There are still more Tyendinaga 


residents who feel thé lease is not val- 
id. Ina letter to the Scanner last 
week, Brant Maracle said the lease 
violated o number of treaties, and sub- 
sequent incidents have broken the 
lease, even if it were valid. 

Once an agreement has been hash- 
ed out by the band council and Indian 
Affairs however, it is likely to be 
voted on favourably. According to 
Elton Brant, council wants a settle- 
ment, and the current attitude is that 
"the people of Shannonville feel its 
a valid lease -- we're not saying it's 
invalid, we're saying it's unfair." 

In Shannonville, residents on the 
leased land are playing their cards 
close to their chests. Of anyone, they 
probably have the most at stake. They 
have formed a 'Land Lease Committee! 
headed by villager Milton Kearns, and 
hired a lawyer to represent them in ne- 
gotiations. 

When approached for an interview, 
Mr. Kearns would not come to the tele- 
phone. "He doesn't want to be quot- 
ed," Mrs. Kearns told the Scanner, 

"as soon as he knows anything definite, 
he'll give you a call." 

For the Shannonville villagers, 
the ownership of their homes is at 
stake. Since 1973, the Province of 
Ontario forbade municipalities to tax 
property on land leased from Indians. 
Tyendinaga Township Clerk Bill Walsh 
confirmed that the village continues 
to receive services from the township. 
"They're not billed for the taxes," he 
said, "but they have continued to pay 
them." Mr. Walsh said that if a Shan- 
nonville resident did not submit money 
to the township, they would continue 

to receive services just the same. 

The province is yet another level 
of government that is involved in the 
land, since if it does come to the point 
where the Shannonville residents get 
proper deeds to their homes, Ontario 
must assume responsibility for the pro- 
perty. 

"Its something that's been going on 
for 150 years," Mr. Morton told the 
Scanner, "you can't wipe it out over- 
night." Things seem to be moving more 
quickly however -- on February 9 the 
Tyendinaga Indians will be meeting in 
co special open session to get up to date 
on the situation. It could also be a 
meeting which will give the band coun- 
cil input for the final shaping of the 
land exchange agreement.

One man on the Tyendinaga 


Reserve can not only tell you any- 
thing you might want to know about 
the Ontario (Mohawk) Indian, but 
can show you os well. His name is 
Melville Hill, one of Ontario's 
proudest and most respected Indians. 
Mr. Hill lives on the Reserve in a 
large timber frame house which has 
been in his family for over 100 years. 

He has always been very active 
in the organization of the reserve, 
serving three terms as Chief, appoint- 
ments on three provincial advisory 
committees and presently the land 
researcher for the band. 

Mr. Hill has also spent o great 
deal of time studying the history of 
the settlement. It is through this 
interest in the past that he began 
accumulating Indian artifacts which 
he has arranged in one room of his 
house so that he may shore his coll- 
ection with others. 

Hanging from the ceiling is a 
127 year old birch bark canoe, which 
is taken down each year and used in 
a ceremony to commemorate the land- 
ing of the Mohawks on the Bay of 
Quinte in 1784. 

On one of the walls there is o 
collection of photographs depicting 
the Chiefs from 1870 to the present. 

The rest of the room is filled 


with artwork, tom toms, ceremonial

The 1971 census for the village 
of Adophustown shows a population 
of 48.

What gives Adolphustown 
special historical significance, wos 
that the first meeting of a municipal- 
ity in Ontario was held there, ond the 
precedent gave every municipality 
those rights. 

United Empire Loyalists arrived 
on the shores of the township, now 
the smallest in the province, in 1784. 
Eight yeors later, on March 6, 1792, 
the first municipal meeting in Upper 
Conada was held, more than a year 
before an Act of government passed, 
allowing and setting down the pro- 
cedure for such meetings.

The most treasured item of 
the ‘museum’ is the Queen Ann silver 
communion service. Members of the 
Hill family have been the offical 
custodians of the silver since 1875, 
beginning with Mr. Hill's great grand- 
mothef. It is the oldest, and perhaps 
the most valuable silver in Canada 
today. 

The silver dates back to 1710 
when four chiefs of the Five Nations 
Confederacy from the Mohawk Valley 
visited England and received dis- 
tinguished attention.

Was talking to an editor once, 
who got booted off a big weekly in 
Pontiac, Michigan. Come up to 
Canada to start again, and he said, 
"If you want to start a newspaper, 
find o doctor. They're loaded with 
money they don't know what to do 
with, and once they start you, 
they're too busy to interfere." It's 
funny, looking back to what that 
Yonk soid. Cause the Picton Times 
started thot way. 

Whole thing got off the ground + 
with a Picton doctor in the big chair. 
Fellow's nome was Dr. George 
Gillespie - - he owned the Times, 
and was the editor. Fellow by the 
name of Robert Boyle did the stuff 
true journalists don't much fancy, 
managering, and fix'n presses when 
somebody threw a monkeywrench 
into the works. 

Maybe the Yank from Pontiac 
heard the story all ready, but true 
enough, the good doctor gave up 
being the editor in about three yeors, 
and let Boyle have the big chair for 
the next twenty. Sure, Dr. Gilles- 
pie kept sending in the odd editorial, 
but they was in keeping with the 
Liberal stuff anyway. 

Come 1877, Boyle sold the 
Times to a get-rich-quick fellow 
called Hiram Welbanks. The Mc 
Mullen boys had a newspaper in town 
called the New Nation, which they 
had brought down from Newburgh in 
1865. Welbanks bought the New 
Nation, knocking out some compet- 
ition, but still didn't make no fortune. 
So he got rid of the whole kaboodle, 
and opened up a hardwore business, 

in about 1880. 

The next character who had it 
was J.J. Bell, which nobody seems 
to know anything about. Ol J.J., 
whoever he was, passed the paper on 
in a few months to Robert Harkness Sr. 

Seems the Times was too much 
for anybody to take. Harkness died 
within a year, but his three sons, aged 
22, 15 and 10, ran the paper until 
1885. 

Now, about this time, the jinx 
on the editors of the Times seems to 
have shifted out of town. The young 
lad who took over the Times when 
his father died (his name was Robert 
Jr.) went off to Vancouver to set up 
a doily newspaper. Four days ofter 
the paper started, the whole of Van- 
couver burnt to the ground. Poor Bob 
went off to work on the San Francisco 
Examiner, ond later came back to 
eastern Ontario-o-o to join his brother 
Jeff in putt'n out the Iroquois and 
little ofter, the Palmerston News. 
Well, back to Picton, the Hark-

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ness brothers had sold the Times toa 
bushy bearded fellow called John 
William McClean. J.W. was a school 
teacher hailing out'a Waterloo County 
but the man had a real hankering for 
the newspaper business. He edited 
the Ayr Observer when he was still 

© young lad, went back to teaching, 
then back to papers with editing 

the Cornwall Freeholder. 

He edited the Picton Times 
from 1885 till the spring of 1901 ond 
died the next year at the age of 69. 

Beginning with old J.W., the 
Times settled down to a kinda com- 
pact family operation. Not your 
Family Compact mind you, they was 
still Liberal in their fiery editorials, 
but it was like them family papers of 
the Hearsts and Atkinsons. 

Anyhow, J.W. passed the Times 
on to his boy Peter, As been said, the 
Times never was o money maker, but 
Pete carried her through the change 
over from setting type by hand, to 
what type-setting machines they had 
in that day. Called 'em all sorts of 
funny nomes - - Typographs, Mono- 
lines and Linotypes. Pretty expensive 
too. At the same time, Peter had a 
mess of kids (about 6), his mother and 
two sisters to look after. Maybe that's 
why he died when he was only 41, in 
1912 - - sure did a good job though. 

Well, out of all those kids, 
there wasn't one that was old enough 
or capable enough to run the Times, 
so a fellow who had started out with 
JW. in 1885 took over the editor- 
ship on behalf of the family. 

The man's name wos William 
Steet, but the family called him "Bill’. 
Bill ran the paper for twenty years, 
until Peter's young boys got old 
enough to take over. Look'n back, 
Bill McLean, who took over the paper 
in the middle of the depression, back 
in 1934, said Steet "was, perhaps, 
the Master Editor of all time." 
Come '34, Peter's boys, Bill 
and Roy had a little experience in 
the paper, and took over. Bill oper- 
ated the business side, and Roy wos 
the editor. 

Seems Roy was a sort of superman 
of newspoper, before Clork Kent, that 
is. Picton and the Times lost him 
when he went ot Kelowna, in British 
Columbia, where as editor of the 
Kelowno Courier, he built the paper 
and his writings were circulated right 
across Canoda. ¢ 

So from 1938 to 1962 Bill M 
Lean hondled the whole shebang, 
taking a little time out to do his piece 
during the Second Wor. Finally the 
town got down so it was pretty hord 
to*support two newpapers and the 
young folk didn't give the some 
rabid response to the political parties 
like their parents did. 

It must hove been o hard dec- 
ision for Bill when he finally made 
up his mind that there weren't any 
sense to be meeting that weekly press 
deadline and so he done the decent 
thing ond wrote -30- to the Picton 
renee in Frebof 1962. -30- 
that's newspoper-talk for end of story, 
ond that's what I'm putting on this

During the American Revolution 


the silver wos buried for safety. Ev- 
entually it wos secretly dug up and 
brought to Canada where it was div- 
ided between the band of the Grand 
River Country and the band of the 
Bay of Quinte area. 


The Tyendinaga service consists 
of one flagon, one paten and one 
chalice. The original chalice was 
lost in 1875 and has been replaced 
by a duplicate. The silver is still 
used at Christmas, Easter and Mohawk 
Sunday, but for the rest of the year 
is securely locked in a safe. 


The silver is the pride of the 
collection housed at Mr. Hill’s but 
each item, however small or insig- 
nificant, represents, in its own way, 
@ part of the proud heritage of the 
Mohowk Nation.

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Residents complain 


The Lake Ontario Cement Co. 
wants to take out as much rock from 
their property as they can get - the 
Sophiasburgh Township wants to get 
as much tax money from L.O.C. as 
they con - local residents want as 
much peace ond quiet as they can 
get - and the Prince Edward County 
Planning Board wants to work out a 
compromise of all these for the Prince 
Edward County Official Plan. 

All these conflicting interests 
came together at o meeting held on 
Wednesday, Feb. 2, to discuss sections 
of the County Plan dealing with "ex- 
tractive industries." 

The relevant sections were 
with-held for revision when the 
major part of the plan was approved 
by County Council in December. The 
decision to revise some sections was 
arrived at after some county quarrying 
operations, notably Lake Ontario 
Cement and H.J. McFarland Con- 
struction had voiced thier concern 
in the matter. 

The original draft of the plan 
suggested a 2,000 foot buffer zone 
should be set for blasting operations. 
This would limit the blasting area 
available to Lake Ontario Cement, 
and they were the only company to 
come up with alternative suggestions. 
The cement company suggests that 


the limits be set by the Ontario Pits 
and Quorries Act and by the Noise 
Abatement Act of the Ministry of 
the Environment. 

The cement company has given 
assurances that the blasting will be 
done in such a way os to minimize 
noise. Local residents are not con- 
vinced. 

Farmer Fin Bolton, a close 
neighbour of the cement plant had 
the windows of his porch blown out 
by blasts from the plant. He soid 
that the blasting is "too close and 
too severe." Residents across the 
Bay are equally unhappy. Peter 


Martin, o resident of Glenora Rood 


reported discomfort from blasts f 


in his neighbourhood. 


John Clarke, Lake Ontario 
Cement's plant monager stressed thot 
even 2,000 feet was not an adequate 
buffer zone, that the effects of the 
blasting depended entirely upon the 
size of the charge used. 


Meanwhile, Sophiosburgh 
council lies between the two factions, 
farmer Fin Bolton, a taxpayer, and 
Loke Ontario Cement, o much larger 
tax dollar source. Somehow the 
township must contrive to hold on 
to its tox revenue, and still satisfy 
the needs of local residents.

Secretary-treasurer of the Cen- 
tral Prince Edward Planning Board, 
George Morden, attended the meeting 
of Picton council Monday, ond explain- 
ed to the town council that although he 
resigned from his position approximately 
13 months ago, he is still holding over 
$2,000 of its funds in trust. 

Because the board has not met 
since April, 1975, his resignation has 
not yet been accepted. 

He added "I have been taking no 
money for my services, as there have 
been no meetings." 

The planning board was formed in 
1957 and original members were Bloom- 
field, Picton and Hallowell. Bloom- 
field later withdrew in 1965. 

Mr. Morden said that the planning 
board was contributory in development 
of land use and zoing bylaws in Picton.

Adolphustown 


The settlers of the Adolphus- 
town region brought with them the 
ideas they had established south of 
the border. As Adolphustown grew, 
livestock had a habit of roaming, 
fencing became necessary, schools 
and roads became a matter of concern. 
These were the issues which the 
settlers brought to their annual open 
meetings. 

In July of 1793, the Upper 
Canada government, directly under 
the British government and King, 
passed an act allowing municipalities 
to hold such meetings. Adolphustown, 
which had held two by this time, had 
béen used as a base for the act, the 
Vegislator adopting such examples as 
holding the meetings on the first 
Monday in March of each year. After 
the Act was passed, the annual Adol- 
phustown meetings continued as they 
had before. At this point there was 
no town hall, the meetings being 
held in barns. 

Beginning in July of 1794 
however, it was established that legal 
court be held in Adolphustown twice 
a year, and in Kingston twice a year. 
That July meeting in Adolphustown 
was held in the barn of Paul Huff, but 
when the second meeting came due 
in January of '95, the barn was too 
cold. The administrators of the Adol- 
phustown court asked the Methodists 
if their Hay Bay Church could be 
used. The meeting held in the church 
that January, but it met strong pro- 
test from some members of the con- 
gregation who were opposed to the 
church being used for any other pur- 
pose than worship. 


After the run-in with the 
Methodists, it was decided to con- 
struct a courthouse, and it was com- 
pleted in 1796. The construction of 
the building, called the Midland 
District Courthouse, but also used as 
a township hall, is regarded os the 
beginning of Adolphustown as a 
village. 

The present day structure, is not 
the original courthouse, though it stands 
on virtually the same site. The first 
burn't down about 1857, and was not re- 
built until 1864. Which passersby may 
find confusing, os the sign on the build- 
ing reads "Adolphustown Municipal Hall 
-- Built 1840." According to Clarence 
Davies, who was township clerk for sev- 
eral decades, and*clerk when the build- 
ing wos stuccoed in the 1940's, the con- 
tractor was convinced 1840 was the date, 
though Davies had proof tenders weren't 
called until 1862. 


All the stucco will be removed 
however, when the restoration commit- 
tee finally proceeds with their plans. 
The walls will be insulated, and the 
original pine planking underneath the 
stucco will be turned over, and slats in- 
serted between the boards to return it 
to its original appearance. 

the interior of the building, 
still used for regular monthly council 
meetings, is finished with designed 
metal panels, which cover two thirds 
of the wall, and the ceiling. Wide 
Pine boards make up the bottom skirt 
of the wall. 

Not exactly in line with the 
historical restoration, but in an 

attempt to give the building more 
practical use by the township, 
council hopes to build an annex 
which will contain a furnace and 
washrooms. 

But right now, it's wait and 
see. The committee looks with envy 
towards Napanee, which received 
nearly $300,000 for the restoration 
of her town hall, and can have 
$25,000 from the Ontario Heritage 
Foundation to renovate their old 
post office, if they are so inclined 
as to take it. Will the foundations 
and government agencies in Ontorio 
overlook the smallest township in 
the province, they wonder?

Scanner refused council agenda 


"A word to the press" said Mayor 
Don King at Picton Council Monday ev- 
ening. Council will not provide more 
than three press agendas for its monthly 
meetings, no matter how many news- 
papers are represented he said. 

Although directed ot the press in 
general, the statement singled out the 
Quinte Scanner as the paper which would 
not receive an agenda. Picton council 
is also covered by the Belleville Intelli- 


gencer, the Kingston Whig-Standard and 
the Picton Gozette. 


Mayor King claimed that costs for 
the three agendas to be provided runs 
between 15 and 20 dollars. 

In refusing to expand the number 
of agendas produced, King said "we 
feel this is adequate, and. we may even 
cut down on this." Mayor King did not 
elaborate on how council might reduce 
the three agendas currently being pro- 


duced. 

The reason for the sudden reversal 
of policy is not known. Clerk Andrew 
Jarvis quite willingly produced agendas 
for the Scanner for both November and 
December meetings of 1976. In Novem- 
ber he said he was very pleased to have 
the Scanner reporter present. 

In January, when the Scanner re- 
porter arrived for that month's meeting, 
in the middle of the filled council 
chambers, Clerk Jarvis expressed vir- 
tual outrage at the reporter's request 
for an agenda, and absolutely refused 
to even consider providing an agenda 
in the future, unless he was under dir- 
ect orders from council. 

At the January meeting, Deputy- 
Reeve Richard Byers assured the Scanner 
reporter that an agenda would be pro- 
vided in future meetings.

Commitee to decide 


The future of Napanee's old 
post office will be determined by a 
special committee of council, it was 
revealed at Napanee's town council 
meeting Monday night. 

Members for the committee, 
which wos first contemplated by the 
town's property committee in October 
of 1976, have not yet been named, 
but will likely include one or two coun- 
cil members, and townspeople who are 
interested. 

The idea for the committee came 
from Kingston architect Neil Mac- 
Lennan, who discussed the old post 
office, built in 1888, with the proper- 
ty committee in October. 


Following Mr. MacLennan's sug- 
gestion, the new committee will invest- 
igate potential uses for the building, 
and meet with different groups inter- 
ested in utilizing the building. 

Since news coverage of the Oct- 
ober meeting, several uses have been 
suggested by different people, such as 
an art gallery, offices for the edu- 
cation board, and a drop-in/community 
centre. Currently the second storey of 
the three-storey building is being used 
by the Lennox and Addington Guild of 
Arts and Crafts, which has asked to be 
considered in the determination of o 
new use for the building. 


Council has before it two offers 


of money from the Ontario Heritage 
Foundation, but some members of coun- 
cil are hesitant in accepting the money 
because of OHF's condition that the 
exterior walls of the building be deeded 
to the Foundation. If council accepts 
OHF's proposal, the town would be 
given $25,000 towards the purchase 
cost of the building, which the town 
got for $40,000. The money could be 
used at the discretion of council, but 
likely for renovations to the interior. 

After council's special committee 
comes up with a new use for the old 
post office, o feasibility study will be 
necessary, which will provide plans 
for the conversion of the building. 

Expected cost of such o study, 
to be conducted by an architect, would 
be about $3,000. The OHF is willing 
to grant this amount also, if its proposal 
is accepted. In addition, OHF offers 
periodic sums for the upkeep of the 
building. 

Town Council bought the post 
office last year, while renovations to 
the town hall were going on. Council 
meetings and municipal offices were 
set up in the building until the town 
hall was completed a few months o jo. 

Former reeve, Glenn Herrington, 
said in October that the post office 
"was bought on the spur of the moment, 
without much consideration for what it 
could be used for."

templated character of the paper." The 
new name did not suffice to give the 
poper new life, and it died shortly

The name of the 
paper was changed after Confederation

The "Weekly Express" was ini- 
tially formed in 1863 to support the 
Liberal candidate in the upcoming 
election, the Hon. Richard Cartwright, 
but after the election carried on for 
102 years. In later years it was re- 
named the “Nopsnee Express", and 
finally, it became the “Post-Express” 
after merging with the "Deseronto 
Post" in 1951. Completing a trend 
thot has become universal, the "Post- 
Express" was consumed by the “Napa- 
nee Beaver" in 1965. 

The fourth newspaper to be pub- 
lished in five years, the independent 
"Lennox and Addington Ledger" ar- 
rived in 1864, and is considered to 
be virtually the best newspaper in its 
time. It ruthlessly excluded trash ond 
"social" news, and published excell- 
Without 
the support of a political party how- 


ent, unbiased editorials.

William Templeton and George Bee- 
man as new owners, and unlike its 
contemporaries, enjoyed a good deal 
of success. In 1890 the paper, now 
the “Napanee Beaver", was published 
three times a week for a short time, 
but this was found impractical . 

The "Beaver" was owned by the 
Templeton family until 1953, when it 
was purchased by J. Earl Morrison, 
who edited the "Deseronto Post" pre- 
vious to the "Beaver" purchase. Mr.

Pumper for Sophiasburgh — 


The Sophiasburgh Volunteer 
Fire Department will soon have a new 
weapon to add to their arsenal of 
fire-fighting equipment. 

The purchase of o “pumper" fire 
truck was approved by Township Coun- 
cil at their regular meeting Monday 
night . 

The truck, a 1957 Chevrolet with 
16,000 miles, was purchased yester— 
day from the Binbrook village fire 

deportment for $4,500. Binbrook, 
which is located a few miles south of 
Hamilton, will deliver the vehicle. 

Reeve George Foster, Fire Chief 
Walter Pulver and Councillor Glen 
Tripp visited Binbrook on Saturday to 
inspect the truck. Councillor Tripp 
told council that "Walter took it for 
a drive, and he said he could've 
swore it was a new truck." 

Reeve Foster agreed the truck was 

in excellent condition. "The reason 
| feel they're getting rid of it, "he 
soid, "is they're in a region now ~~ 
Niagara Region -- and they ore going 
all out" in buying new equipment." 

Councillor Tripp estimated that 
half of the vehicle's 16,000 miles 
were accumulated off the road, since 
the odometer runs also when the 
trucks pump is being used.

truck comes equipped with 2 reels, 
with 150 of hose per reel, a spare 
reel and hose, and a 35 foot exten- 
sion ladder worth $700. 

Until encountering the Binbrook 
truck, Sophiasburgh council had been 
looking for a tank truck, and found 
the cost for new ones to be in excess 
of $25,000. 

After the demonstration of the 

pomper however, the investigating 
committee was convinced of its ac- 
vantages. "It doesn't just pump water” 
explained Councillor Tripp, “it sprays 
a fog of water." Five hundred gallons 
of water sprayed in a fog is roughly 
equal to 2,000 gallons dumped on a 
fire, said Tripp. 

"You could probably flood Dem- 
orestville and Northport, and wash 
them down the streets," jested Coun- 
cillor Tripp on the pumpers capabili- 
ties. 

Council did not leave the pumper 
without backup however. A 1,000 
gallon portable tank is being pur- 
chased for a $275 cost, which can 
be dropped behind the pumper. Tank 
trucks can fill the "port-a-tonk” 
while the pumper draws on it, ensuring 
© constant water supply -

The new Deseronto Senior Citizens’ 
building on Edmon Street still has 
several vacant units. Clerk-Treasurer 
Carman Milligan believes that this 
is because the completion date of the 
building has been deferred several 
times and people are apprehensive 
about sending in an application.

Construction on a new community 
hall in Deseronto may be a reality, if 
the Town, Legion and Lions club can 
come to an agreement. 

Sixteen citizens from the town, 
most of them members of either the 
Legion or Lions club, met with Deser- 
onto council and a representative of 
the Ministry of Culture and Recreation 
Monday night in the municipal build- 
ing. 

The decision to attempt a joint 
effort for the project came after a pre- 
sentation from Mr. Lorne Williams, 
who spoke on the possibilities of ob- 
taining Wintario grants for projects in 
the town. 

, "You can only have so much 
drawing power from 1,800 people, 
the public funding sector," Mr. Will- 
iams said. If all of the proposed pro- 
jects for the town were to begin at the 
same time, "none of the projects would 
really get off the ground." 

Until Mr. Williams spoke, both 
the Legion and Lions club were intend- 
ing to'each build a community hall. 

There aré also proposals that 
would supply boats for the Sea Cadets, 
expand arena facilities, and supply 
sports equipment. 

Another project to replace the 
ice-making machine at the arena as 
already started, with an application to 
Wintario already being made. Lately 
there has been a number of breakdowns 
and maintenance problems with the 
ice making machine, and the appli- 
cation was made before all others be- 
cause of its urgency. 

Representatives from the factions 


concerned with Wintario grants will 

be meeting at the Community Centre 
Hall on March 2, at 7:00 pm. There 
will be a three man delegation from 
both the Lions club and Legion, plus 
representatives from the Senior Citizens, 
Sea Cadets, and other concerned port- 
ies. The standing Recreation Commit- 
tee of council will also be present. 

A consideration at the meeting 
will be the priority of the proposed 
projects. Mr. Williams suggested the 
best tactic would be to establish a 
phasing system, where each project 
would follow the other. 

It appears the Sea Cadets must 
get their project off the ground very 
soon if they are to have their boots by 
summer. There is about a 3 month per- 
iod before the Wintario people in Toro- 
nto can respond to an application with 
money. 

One Legion member said if the 
boats weren't available by summer 
"We're going to lose the Sea Cadets, 
and if we don't hold their interest the 
kids are going to be into things we 
don't want them to be in." The boats 
are required by the Cadets for training. 

While the Town, Legion and Lions 
thrash out their ideas for the new com- 
munity hall, some of the smaller pro- 
jects may have time to get going. 

Deseronto will likely join the 
service clubs in establishing the hall, 
since with the town involved the pro- 
ject is eligible for a grant under the 
Community Centres Act. 

With the Town participating, fund- 
ing from the private sector is reduced 
to little more than a third of the Pro-

Centre Act will provide a grant of 
25% of the cost. Wintario will grant 
half of the balance, or 37.5%. The 
remainder must come from the public, 
though up to half may come from Des- 
eronto tox dollars. 

The proposed hall is intended to 
be a common meeting place for many 
clubs and groups in the town, includ- 
ing Boy Scouts, Girl Guides, Seo 
Cadets, and senior citizens. 

Mc. Williams told the meeting 
that the government felt senior citizens 
were a big concern, and thot they were 
anxious to establish pernament meeting 
halls for them. He said the senior 
citizen population in the province was 
already 10-14% of the total, and that 
by the year 2,000 it may be 20-30%.

The Community Centre Act grant 
will be given to Deseronto, although 
the town will not own the building. 
The town will lease the building for 
about 10 years, and during that time 
be responsible for determing o 
be responsible for determining a board 
of directors to oversee the hall's oper- 
ation. 


Mr. Williams warned the Legion 
and Lions, that if they could not come 
fo an agreement on a joint venture, 
one of their projects would likely be 
doomed. If they both applied for Win- 
tario grants independently, the govern- 
ment would like request “full-blown 
feasibility studies". And after that, 
only one project would likely be cho- 
sen. 


Accept grant for old PO 


Hesitancy among Napanee coun- 
cillors to accept a $25,000 grant to 
renovate the town's old post office 
seems to have disappeared, as property 
committee members voted unanimously 
to accept the grant last week. 

The Ontario Heritage Foundation 
made the grant available provided the 
town deeded the outside walls to the 
foundation. The committee will re- 
commend council accept the agreement 
at the next council meeting, March 7. 

Earlier, council hesitated to 
accept the agreement for fear it might 
have restricted future uses of the 
building.

placed in the Cobourg Sun. He went 
on to say that "When Striker removed 
his office to Cobourg, he had some 
sherriff's advertisements in his paper 
- these he endeavoured to retain, but 
the Sherriff withdrew them, and they 
were inserted in the Gazette. Since 
then the Times was started and the 
Sherriff preferred advertising in that 
paper. To this | make no objections... 

. As | do not feel disposed to 
support the existing administration, | 
make no claim on them for patronage, 
and shall be perfectly content if they 
will give their business in the County 
to residents in it." 

The Times referred to in W.Moran's 
letter was started by Reform supporters 
Dr. George Gillespie and Robt. Boyle 
on 30 May 1854. In 1858 Robt. Boyle 
had taken over the full responsibility 
for the paper which was advertised in 
Brock's Directory of 1866 as "A Reform 
Journal devoted to politics, literature, 
temperance and general news... Book 
and Job Printing Office, Main Street, 
Robert Boyle, Publisher and Proprietor." 

In 1856 the Picton Gazette changed 
hands again when it was purchased by 
John O. Conger, his son Stephen M. 

and then later his other son, John W. 
came in. It was to run under the Conger 
and Bro. name for 56 years. They added 
a line to the masthead "The safety of 
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July 1862 and finally Thursday in Picton starting May 1864. One of the many McMullen Ventre: which covered a wide range of 
activities - gingseng , celery, fruit and vegetable drying a wire fence factory and railroads - to name a few. 
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the throne and the welfare of the people" 


Early newspapers of P.E. 


The first newspaper published in 
Prince Edward County was also the first 
weekly published between Kingston and 
York (Toronto). It was the "Hallowell 
Free Press". Published by Joseph Wilson 
in the village of Hallowell (Picton) 
Volume 1 No. | was dated 23 Dec. 
1830 and the masthead showed W.A. 
Weller as Editor. The front page had 
two poems, part one of a serial "The 
Haunted Hogshead" and part one of a 
serial "The Minsteel of Bruges". 

Local news was carried on inside 
pages; as it was in many of the early 
Popers; presumably because the outside 
page could be set in type and printed 
in advance. 

Joseph Wilson soon took over the 
editorship of the paper and its early 
non-partisan stand was replaced with 
9 pro-Tory slant. Wilson gleefully 
reported a meeting of “Reformers” on 
12 March 1831 at James Dougall's where 
it was resloved to put down the Free 
Press - the immediate results - 4 sub- 
scribers lost and 12 gained. 

In June 1832 the outbreak of 
"Indian Cholera" was ennounced in the 
Poper and for several issues that was the 
main topic of local news. 

15 Janvary issue reports a riot in 
the village of Wellington on January 1, 
between some Roman Catholics and 
their Protestant co-inhabitants of the 
villoge. 

Wilson also printed several books 
in his shop in Hallowell village; the 
most ambitious being a large Bible 
© copy of which is presently in the Prince 
Edward County Museum. 

In 1835 Wilson moved to Belleville 
where he started the "Intelligencer" 
and later (1841) the "Victoria Magazine" 
with Dunbar and Suzanna Moodie as 
co-editors. 

A Hallowell village bookseller, 
Cecil Mortimer-issued a circular in the 
fall of 1835 advising the public of his 
intention to start a newspaper. The 
poper he founded in February of 1826 
was called "The Traveller or Prince 
Edward Gazette". It was solid Tory 
and like the Free Press had little’ truck 
for William Lyon Mackenzie and like 
Reformers. Mortimer went back to his 


books and later became Mayor of Picton 
in 1855. 


When J.D. Dornan took over the 
poper in 1840 he changed the name to 
"The Prince Edward Gazette and Bay 
of Quinte Advertiser" but retained 
the Tory lineage. When the Governor 
General, Sir Charles Metcalfe dismissed 
Robert Baldwin's "Reform" Executive 
Council in November 1843 Dornan put 
out a single sheet Extra - "Cheering 
News! Dismissal of the Ministry ! 

The Reign of Terror Ended! Better pros- 
pects for Upper Canada and Better Times. 

The mail from Kingston, last night 
brought the cheering intellingence, that 
the men who have been perpetrating 
upon the people of Upper Canada the 
most oppressive measures, have been 
forced to relinquish their tenacious 
grasp of power...." 

"We congratulate the people on 
their sudden release from the iniquitous 
burthens which Hincks and Baldwin were 
heaping upon them - burthens from which 
the Lower Canadians were most unfairly 
exempted..... = 

With such "objective reporting" 
it was no surprise that Reform supporters 
started their own newspaper. The 

exact proprietor and/or editorship of 
the "Picton Sun" needs more research to 
be historically correct but there is 
evidence that John Douglass was in- 
volved with the "Sun" at its inception 

in 1841 ond there is also evidence 
that A.N.. Striker wos in charge when 
it was moved to Cobourg in 1853 to 
become the "Cobourg Sun". 

In July 1847, Rev. Geone E. 

Playter, a Methodist minister, took over 
the owner-editorship of the Prince Ed- 


ward Gazette from Dornan. He only 


kept it for two years and went on later 
to become the editor of the "Christian 


Guardian" the officila organ of the 
Methodists. 


Bound volumes of the 
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Sutcliffe Enterprises 


FRED SUTCLIFFE & SONS 


In Brock's Directory of 1866 they ad- 
vertised as "A Conservative Journal" 
and added that they had recently added 

—"A Mammoth Power Press"...."The 
Book and Job Department is very com- 
plete... printing in gold or colours 
neatly and cheaply executed". 

In 1862 the Times wished"our 
young friends McMullen and Brother 
every success in the "North American" 
published in Napanee." In May of 1864 
the McMullen and Brother moved the 
North American to Picton, making it a 
three newspaper town. 


"Prince Edward Gazette" and the "Christ 
ian Guardian" under his editorship were 
sent to the Picton library by his descend- 
ants. 

The rising village of Demorestville 
had a paper for a short period of time. 
No known copies are in existance, but 
information from secondary sources in- 
dicates that it was called "The Criticiser" 
W. Moran editor and proprietor, "A 
Literary and Scientific Journal - Terms 
2s 6d for 6 months in advance 3s 13d 
at end of term." 

The Tory newspaper moved through 
yet another owner in 1849 when the 
Picton dry goods store owner and school 
inspector Thomas Donnelly bought the 
P.E. Gazette from Playter, re-named 
it "The Picton Gazette” and set up 
Maurice Moore, son-in-law to Simon 
Washburn, as editor. 

On 21 October 1854 W. Moran 
wrote to the Tory Member of the Assem- 
bly David B. Stevenson, complaining 
that government advertisements dealing 
with Prince Edward County were being

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Mohawk party on warpath 


In a position paper prepared by 
the Mohawk Peoples' Party, the Re- 
serve Council has been urged to fight 
for the return of the Shannonville 
lease land. They also suggest the 
200 acres of land near Marysville, 
recently purchased by the federal 
government, be granted to the Reserve 
“as compensation for the damages in- 
flicted upon the Native People." 

The Shannonville lease land is 
a large slice of Reserve property on 
which the village of Shannonville 
has encroached upon over the past 

150 years. The Mohawk Peoples* 
Party, headed by acting Chairman 
Willard A. Hill, is an organization 
of "traditionalist" Tyendinaga Mo- 
hawks. 

The Party statement claims num- 
erous violations of the Shannonville 
lease, signed for 999 years in 1830, 
justifies their demands. 

According to the party, the 
lease stipulated that all white pine 
trees on the property belong to the 
Reserve, and it was and is the respon- 
sibility of the federal government to 
inspect the property. The govern- 
ment did not carry out inspections, 
says the Party, and the pines are 
gone. 

The lease also stated the land 
was to be "farm let", or used for 
agricultural purposes. Today much 
of the property is in residential use, 
and irrecoverable for farm use. 

Tle Mrhe k Party also claims 
that fishing rights, which the Reserve 
retained in the lease, have been in- 
terfered with. They point to Shann- 
onville residents and provincial auth- 
orities as interfering with fishing, ond 
say the Salmon River has been pollut- 
ed by storm sewers and septic tanks, 
ond "the canning factory ran their 
raw sewage into the river prior to 
1973. Back’filling and building up 
of the orea adjacent to the shore 
line hos greatly contributed to the 
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detriment of the spawning and silting 
over of the spawn beds." 

The construction of storm sewers 
is another violation says the Party, 
since the underground construction 
does not concur with the words "farm 
let". 

According to the lease, a rent 
of thirty barrels of good merchantable 
flour must be made within twenty 
days of September Ist. “The penalty 
of the failure to comply with this 
porticular provision was that the 

lease would be declared null and 
void,“ says the Party. “In the parti- 
culor year of 1970, the delivery for 
that year was made in 1971." 

The lease shall also be void if 
the lessees "waste, spoil, trespass, 
damage or permit destruction to or 
upon the said parcel..." The Party 
indicates the widening of Highway 
2 as an infringement of a Provincial 
body on the Reserve, without comp- 
ensation to the Native People. 

"Permitting a lease on Indian 
lands such as the so-called 999 yeor 
lease is detrimental to the Indion way 
of life! The Department of Indian

The Department of Indian Affairs 
is failing to properly oversee the 
lease, and this inspires the opinion 
among the Indian People that the 
DIA does not have the ability of does 
not desire to exercise the ability to 
conduct the Notive's business ina 


satisfactory monner!" 


The party suggests that the DIA 
compensate the Shannonville residents 
and return the land to the Reserve. 
"Failing this ‘easy-out' for the non- 
Indian People of Shannonville ..... 
there ore other steps thot shall be te 
taken!" 


"Its about time," says the 
Party, “we Indians stopped giving 
things awey and pussy footing to the me 
Indian Affairs Department ond the

Napanee, No day care 


Mrs. Margaret Burns of Napanee 
notified the Scanner this week that 
she is not going ahead with her plans 
to open a day care centre in her home. 

"The regulations are just too 
stringent" she said, and explained 
that to conform with the regulations 
of the ministry of Social Services and 
the Department of Health whe would 
have to completely re-arrange her 
home, which “is not feasible". 

In order to care for 12 children, 
Mrs. Burns would have to hire 2 ass- 
istants, provide an isolation room, 
install either three sinks and a hand 
basin in her kitchen, or two sinks, 

a handbasin and a commercial dish- 
washer. In addition other areas 
would have to be provided for various 
activities. 

Ministry spokesmen suggested 


that Mrs. Burns could raise her fees 
to cover the extra costs involved, but 
she feels that to do so would put her 
day care service "beyond the reach 
of the working class mother." 

Mrs. Burns stresses that, contrary 
to a staement made in the Scanner 
two weeks ago, she has not been able 
to reach a compromise with the auth- 
orities, and will not be going ahead 
with her plans.
